if we look into the condition of things 
we ehall find that t e little churches are, 
through their very littlenefcs and weak- 
ness, jealous of each other; thf.t their 
paeton r.re poor and are kept upon a 
starving intellectual diet; that the doc- 
tor and tho lawyer am absorbed in their 
professions; that the rich men are bent 
upon their money getting and money- 
saving, ami that all the young people 
are bant upon frivolous amusements. 
The village has no public library, no 
public boll, no public reading room, no 
lyccui'i. no readiug-clubs, no literary 
club", and uo institutions or instituted 
means for fo-tering and developing tbe 
inti-ilt dual or social life ot the villagers.

A man is said to be "red" or "white" 
with rage. In lining tbe<e expressions 
we are phyeologically speaking of the 
nervous condition of the minute circula- 
tion of the man'B blood. "Red" rage 
means partial paralysis of minute blood 
vessels; and "white" rage means tem- 
porary suspension of the action of the 
circulation itself. But such disturbance 
can not be produced without the oc- 
currence of permanent organic evils of 
the vital organs, especially of the h-art 
and brain. One striking example is 
given by Dr. Richardson, in the case of 
a member of his own profession. This 
gentleman told me that an original irri- 
tability ol temper 'was permitted, by 
want oi due control, to pass into a diss 
position of almost persistent orcbronic 
anger, so that every trifle in hi* way was 
a cau-e ot unwarrantable irritation.

of the bones of tbe neck and length ol 
the dorsal processes which support the 
ponderous head. The weight is usually 
greatly overestimated by travelers and 
writers, being placed approximately at 
500 pounds : 300 pounds would probably 
be nearer the weight of the largest. 
This error is doubtless due to the appa* 
r^nt sire of the animal, which, owing lo 
the hu>rc mass ol wooly hair with which 
it is covered, has given rise to the eom- 
mon statement that it rivals in size the 
largest of English bullocks. Tne outer 
hair or fleece is long and thick, brown or 
black in color, frequently decidedly 
grizzly, and prolonged to tbe knees, 
hanging far below the middle of the leg.

Even Roman and Florentine 
m.isaics can be bought cheajier here than 
in cities wOere they are made. The dry 
goods ami fancy stores, although small, 
have a rood display of goods of hue 
quality. They are scattered through 
the narrow streets, and a great number 
are in tae vicinity of the Rialto bridge. 
The majority of the stores, however, are 
for the sale of provisions, groceries, etc. 
Here we have, as elsewhere in Italy, 
very few, if any, gin places, and only an 
occasim*! beer saloon. Diamonds can 
bo ptrchased in Venice cheaper than 
anywhere els« in Europe, provided the 
purchaser will bear in mind that tbe 
asking price is eenerally ah tut otie third 
more than they will be willing to take 
for the article offered.

Nine miles north of Ctntra is the 
stupendous Mafra Sanctuary , a second 
K-curial, without tie royal sej nie'itr. 
Like its Spauirh counterpart, ii consists 
of a palace, church and convent corns 
biued in one immense parallelogram. 
One authority states the longest side to 
be 770 feet, and another 1 160 feet, the 
usual discrepancy wkere measurement, 
are concerned. To ghre au idea of the 
internal magnitude of this structure: 
't contains 88G apartnents, o d.xjra, 
nine courts, and spate on the root for 
10,000 soldie rs to mateuvre. The archi- 
teetuie must be decribed as plain, 
though not without nchnesi in certain 
parts, as the facade ol the basilica, tor 
instance. Tho foundation ol this won- 
der is due to Dom .loao V., wli» ve-wed 
that if an heir should Ve granted him he 
would erect a (;reat monastery on the 
site of the humblest sanctuary iu l'ortu 
gal. Aud thus be mlfilled his pledge 
upon the birth of a sen. Ttie work was 
commenced in 1717 aud consecrated with 
great festivities in 1730. No monks 
have resided in thecells since 1834, when 
1'ortugal ordained the extinction ol 
their fraternities. Tbe buildings stand 
now a monument ef mistaken zeal, pro* 
digality and inutility, depriving the 
suffering of tbe world of millions that 
might he joy fully expended in the work 
which covcreth a multitude of sins. — 
[Lisbon Cor. Philadelphia Bulle tin.

There are very slow-running hydrants on 
the> streets, nnd they are invariably sur 
round* d by girl* and womeri with bin i> 
et« and tube, waiting their turn u> wcure 
h Hiij>|»ly. There art- alao wagona rtiiii 
hoigaheads that go around to »eli water 
It is ca.id to be unwholesome, and, if 
drunk continuously, will lead to chronic 
aflectioMH «f the bowels. It is what i- 
called hard water, but we have never 
found il unpalatable, though a lump of 
toe is a grfEt improvement to it iu this 
weather. There are, h«wever, very few 
people in Vienns who drink tv^ter, and 
many who never touch it. Beer is the 
daily and hourly drink of almost every 
one, old and yonng. It is part ol their 
daily food, just as coffee or tea is with 
us. When families are diuing at the 
restaurants, the beer mug stands by the 
plate of old and *Young, male and fe- 
male, and it is even put to the lips of 
infants. Vienna beer does not, however, 
seem to have any intoxicating efiect, 
and it never occasions a headache. We 
have *een and lieen in the company of 
men who will drink a d.*_>u large glass™ 
oi an evening without observing the 
slightest inebriating^ effect. We doubt 
if tbey ooulti •Iria'aTX. tnueh American 
bter with impunity. The Austrian* are 
undoubtedly a eober |H9ople : as it would 
be difficult to find a place where spirit 
nous liquor is Bold— [Oor.

In France what is called a "forest," 
would, in America, be styled a "clump 
ol trees." But mark the difference of 
results In Francewoodlands are hiphly 
prised, though she imports some 3,000,- 
000 francs' worth of timber p* r annum. 
Exclusive of fire purposes, she nses 
9 nOO.000 metres of wood every year for 
works of industry and art Some 30.- 
000,000 acre- of land are devoted to 
timber, of which «,000,000 belong to the 
ftate. If vre in America esteemed wood 
as prudently as the peop!« of France, 
better rejsnltB would afW * ,e timbfr 
lands of America offer *n important 
theme, well worth studying- To-day I 
have been looking at tr#*s of small di- 
mensions growing under s treatment of 
artificial coloring. AJh i« stained so 
that it grows up like satin wood, and 
pine becomes similar to rosewood. In- 
deed, this commanding of nature by 
science in this respect is interest- 
ing, and strongly suggest^ 6 of the 
French mind. 

Uesin and turpentine, coming chiefly 
from the maritime pine of the ^"th of 
France, are very important products ol 
this country, and divide the competition 
of our Carolinas and Cteorgia. A pine 
in France yields till it i* 8ixtv or 
seventy years old, and produces gum in 
the " boxes " much more profusely and 
profitably than I have seen in North
